automobile ride around Washington, 
party will commence a tour of the 
principal government buildings. 


First we will visit the Treasury De- 


partment, immediately opposite the 
Riggs House, which will tie" our head- 
quarters while in Washington. 
The 


doors are open to the general public 
at 9:00 a. m. and close at 2:UO in the 
afternoon. 
The White House is not 


opened to visitors until 10 a. m., and 
by the time objects of interest in the 
Treasury Department have been seen, 
an entrance can be had to the Presi- 
dent's House, the grounds of which 
adjoin those of the Treasury. 


The Department building covers the 


space occupied by two blocks. It is 30C 
feet wide at the north 
and south, 


fronts, and 582 feet long. 
The foui 


fronts are elaborately finished in the 
colonade style, with porticos on the 
north, south and west fronts. The east 
front, the first one built, is VirginU 
freestone; the others are of the 
Dij, 


Island granite. 
The 
structure cost 


nearly $7,000,000. It was many yearb 
in building, having been added tc 
from time to time, as the increase oi 
business required; and yet it is not 
large enough to accommodate all o' 
the bureaus belonging to the treasury 
The cash room is the most beamtifu1 
in the building. Our party will have 
a special permit from the Treasurei 
of the United States by 
means 
oi 


which the great vaults can be seen 
the visitors being under charge of a 
government official. The offices of thf 
Secretary of the Treasury are wel 
worth examining. They 
are 
richlj 


and tastefully furnished. 


From the Treasury Department par 


ty will proceed to the White House im 
mediately adjoining. 


The Executive Mansion, standing or« 


elevated grounds between the Treas- 
ury on the east, and the War anc 
Navy Department building on thf 
west, is two stories high and 170 fee) 
long. It is modeled after the Palact 
of the Duke of Leinster, the architect 
James Hoban, being from Ireland. Ii 
fronts north on Pennsylvania avenue 
across which is Lafayette Park. Froir 
the north front projects a huge porti 
co under which carriages of visitors 
are driven. The south front looks up- 
on a lovely park, stretching down tt 
the Washington Monument. The vis- 
itor enters the north door, and findf 
himself at once in a magnificent ves 
tibule 40 by 50 feet in size. A sasl 
screen filled with colored and orna- 
mental glass separates the 
vestibulr 


from the corridor. Ushers are in at 
tendance to show visitors those por- 
tions of the house open to the public 
The East room is 80 feet long by 
4f 


in width, and is 24 fee* high. Thf 
ceilings are paneled and richly fres 
coed, while the chandeliers, mirrors 
furniture and carpets are of the most 
magnificent description. This r6om i? 
used on all occasions of ceremony 
grand receptions, etc. The 
Green 


room adjoins on the west, and is sc 
called because it is entirely furnished 
and adorned in green. The Bine roon> 
comes next, furnished in blue; in turn 
the Red room is entered, still proceed 
ing west. This last is used more than 
any other as the sitting room for thf 
President's family. The State Dining 
room is in the southwest corner of 
the house. It is 40 by 30 feet, and is 
very richly furnished. The 
family 


dining room is also on the first floor, 


in the northwestern part of the bouse. 
The East half of the floor above is 
used for the transaction 
of 
public 


business. Here the clerks and secre- 
taries are found, and here is the 
Cabinet room wnere cabinet sessions 
are held, and where the 
President 


usually receives visitors on ordinary 
routine business. The kitchen, store 
i torn, servants quarters, etc., are in 
the basement. The conservatory is 
attached to the west end of the build- 
ing. 
It is bea»tifully and completely 


appointed, arl CDS' over $-10,000. The 
Executive scabies aie at some dis- 
tance southwest of the mansion. The 
White House was first occupied by 
John Adams in 1800, the corner stone 
having been laid in 1/92. It 
was 


burned by the British in 1814.

something over $300,000. Portraits of 
various Presidents are hung through- 
out the building. 


After our short but interesting visit 


to the White House, a few minutes 
walk brings the visitor to the build- 
ing occupied by the War, State and 
Navy Departments, just west of the 
White House. This is one "of the most 
beautiful structures in Washington. 


Leaving the War Departemnt, we 


proceed to the Corcoran Gallery of 
Art, which is immediately north of 
the building just described, separated 
from it by Pennsylvania avenue. This 
building 
with 
a large number of 


paintings and an endowment fund of 
$900,000, was given to the United 
States by the late Mr. W. W. Corcor- 
an. Handsome additions qf_works of 
art are made to the gallery 
every 


year, and it is well worth a visit. 


From the museum we cross a beau- 


tiful park and five minutes later are 
at the Bureau of Printing and En- 
graving, 
located 
on 
an emi- 


nence but a short distance southwest 
ot the agricultural 
building. 
Here 


the printing of 
government bonds, 


greenbacks, national bank notes, in- 
ternal revenue stamps, etc., etc., 
is 


done. No place in Washington 
is 


more attractive to visitors. The 
building is very handsome in itself, 
and with its 
wonderful machinery, 


and hundreds of employes, rates sec- 
ond to none in importance. 


Next we visit the Smithsonian In- 


stitute, which is located just east of 
rhe Agricultural Bureau. It is of red 
stone, and with its towers and gables 
of the 12th century, Norman style of 
architecture, 
makes a very pleasing 


impression. 
One immense 
volume 


would be required to catalogue the 
suriosities to be found here. 


From here we return to the Riggs 


for noon lunch. After lunch we pro- 
ceed .to the Washington 
Monument. 


The monument was completed early 
In December, 1884, and is the loftiest 
artificial structure in the world. Its 
height is 555 feet. 


An elevator makes trips every 15 


minutes which will carry our party 
up to the top of this great 
monu- 


ment. Here the city of Washington 
3an be seen to the best advantage. 


From the monument we will start 


for the capitol building. 
Travelers 


.vho have visited all the capltols of 
he world, pronounce this to be the 
finest civic building extant, and cer- 
tainly every American may well be 
proud of it. It stands upon Capitol 
Hill, fronting both east and west. It 
s 751 feet long from north to souths 
^.24 feet in width, covers an area of 
hree and one-half acres of ground, 
ind has cost upwards of $15,000,000. 
The central portion is of sandstone, 
lainted white. This was partially de- 
5troyed in 1814 by the British. 
The 


^tensions are of Massachusetts mar- 
jle, columns of Maryland 
marble. 


The dome is of iron, and weighs 40 


- ons. It is surmounted by a statue of 
Freedom, from designs made under 
he direction of Jefferson 
Davis, at 


he time 
he was Secretary of Wajr. 


The corner stone of the original cap- 
tol, now the central part of 
the 


structure, 
was laid 
in 
1793, by 


leorge Washington, 
with Masonic 


Ceremonials. The corner stone of the 
'xtension was laid in 
1851, Daniel 


Webster delivering the oration. The 
•apitol is always open to visitors ex- 
^ept on legal holidays. The admission 
's free and parties to collect an en- 
•rance fee to this or any other public 
building in Washington 
are impos- 


ers and ought to be handed over to 
he police without ce^mony. 


After leaving the Capitol, should 


ve find ourselves still unwearied af- 
er having seen all that we care to 
if the Capitol, we shall pass out .the 
vestern entrance and in a few min- 
ites' walk reach the Botanical Gar- 
lens, with its eleven conservatories, 
he largest being 300 feet long. To 
naturalists and lovers of rare plants 
ind trees there is much here of the 
lighest interest. 


We shall leave 
the Capitol and 


botanical Garden* at 4:30 p. m., re- 
urning to the Riggs House for din- 
icr, which will be served promptly at

THE UTILITY OF 


STATE TAX LEVY 


Experts on taxation think ft U a 


food thing to reduce the state tax 
levy without entirely removing it. It 
is a case of ne quid nimis. 


Men not experts who have reflected 


on this question longest agree with 
the experts. Tirey who clamor for en- 
tire abolition of the general state tax 
and entire support of government by 
special taxes are either 
beginners, 


politicians who exploit a popular idea 
without regard to the public interest, 
or agents of privileged classes who 
wish to defeat any tax legislation 
by darkening counsel. 


Tuo Ujuciubiou of lUUuiiai Cuculj la 


approved by experience. States are 
always approaching dispensation of 
the whole general tax •without evor 
reaching it. New Tork raises almost 
Jts whole revenue from excise 
and 


special taxes, but a fraction of a mill 
remains. Minnesota has got the state 
revenue levy down to a mill, but can 
not get it lower. The constitutional 
levies for schools and charities re- 
main besides, and there is small hope 
of dispensing with these. 
Probably 


we shall always have a state tax. 


This is not wholly due to Increase 


of appropriations for public expendi- 
tures. It is due in part to distrust of 
the theory of exclusive special taxes 
by professional experts and practical 
administrations alike? The state levy 
is a steadying and balancing 
influ- 


ence, a, protection against loss of rev- 
enue in bad times aad extravaganes 
in good times. 


Excise and other special taxes can 


not be adjusted to the needs of rev- 
enue either Way without legislative 
action. If they yield too much, profii- 


* Is encouraged. If they yield too 


little," the public needs are not satis- 
fied. They fluctuate enormously with 
expansion and contraction of business. 
The levy for the general tax can be 
adjusted to needs every year by an 
administrative act. It can be reduced 
when the revenue from special taxes 
increases and raised when it falls off, 
preventing either poverty or excess in 
the state treasury. 
.. The view of those who understand 
the subject best is that special taxes 
should be so fixed as to supply the 
bulk of revenues, perhaps local as 
well as state, but never an excess, 
and that the margin of fluctuation 
should be filled out by a varying stato 
tax levy, minute when the special rev- 
enues are at a maximum, but never 
disappearing entirely. — The 
Minne- 


apolis Tribune.

j THE HISTORY Of TAXATION ' 
+»**************++***++*** 


Some one who can flnd and tell the 


truth without twisting it for the pur- 
pose of theory or any other purpose, 
ought to write a History of Taxation. 


The book would be the story of the 


worst folly and crime in' the politics of 
the world since the beginning of civ- 
ilization. It would be a sort of a lit- 
erary and economic nightmare, but it 
is badly needed at Jefferson City, at 
every other state capital and at Wash- 
ington. 


It would show, among other things, 


that we still have forms of taxation 
based on the amiable theory that a 
man ought to pay a tax on his head 
every year after some one has cap- 
tured him and consented not to cut it 
off at once, providing it should always 
be used for the purpose .of 
earning 


taxes. It would show also that we 
have principles of taxing earnings and 
property- in general, based on the the- 
ory that both the earner and his prop- 
erty have been at some time In the 
past "captured" and allowed to con- 
tinue to .exist only for the purpose of 
paying taxes, or in the ancient form 
still in familiar use, 
"tribute 
to 


Caesar" As for "Caesar," when he 
captured possible taxpayers who re- 
sisted too long or refused to consent 
to .become perpetual taxpayers, 
he 


himself said that he "animadverted" 
on them. This means he gave them 
his, special attention. When the his- 
tory of taxatiea- is written it will show 
that this' "special attention" resulted 
in selling some as slaves and killing 
the rest. 


With this antique theory of taxation 


working out through the Middle Ages 
and down into modern times, common 
sense and common justice have reach- 
ed one plain principle of rational tax- 
ation at last. 


It is that all taxation is a necessary 


evil when necessary, and that as little 
as possible of 
necessary 
taxation 


should be imposed on activity, on pro- 
duction, on business, on trade, on dis- 
tribution, on 'productive earnings; on 
the ability and disposition to do what 
ought to be done.—St. Louis Post Dis- 
patch.

Constitutional Amendment Will 


Relieve Taxpayers. 


Business Men Make Convincing Argu- 


ments to the Tax Commission of 
Ohio—They Favor Classification of 
Property. 


\Vben representatives of boards of 


trade of Ohio cities made a combined 
appeal to the Tax Commission of Ohio, 
last month, for relief from injustice of, 
the present tax laws, they came iorti- 
fled with arguments that were prac- 
tically unanswerable. 


Below are given excerpts from the 


arguments made to the commission: 


Edward I*. Buchwalter of the Spring- 


field Commercial club: 


This Is an Important subject 
and I 


realize how difficult it is to suggest 
changes under our present state consti- 
tution that would be legal, that would 
remove the many unjust features of our 
present tax laws and that would make It 
possible for taxpayers to submit tax re- 
turns that would be reasonably accurate 
and just. We can not expect to success- 
fully revise and perfect our tax laws un- 
til we amend our state constitution. The 
constitutional provisions for taxing prop- 
erty enacted more than 50 years ago are 
not adapted to present conditions . We 
should amend the constitution and give 
to our legislative body the power to enact 
tax laws. 


Chas. U. Shryock of the Zanesville 


Chamber of Commerce: 


It is well that this commission should 


hear an exhaustive discussion of the 
matter, and let their recommendations 
be such as will appeal to the common 
sense of the voter, who must of necessity 
decide what shall be done, if our consti- 
tution is to be changed 
But don't pro- 
pose elasticity. Let the lines be straight, 
the rules rigid, and not a lot of open 
questions to be decided or new methods 
.left for each legislature to juggle with, 
and ;the courts to pa=s upon. 


While opposing elasticity, I favor pub- 


licity. If attached to our present tax 
laws was a provision for the publication 
of every tax return, there would be less 
cause of complaint. The most successful 
churches are those which publish a list 
of contributors; and they are only volun- 
tary associations. How much more im- 
portant is the amount which every prop- 
erty owner must contribute toward the 
cost of government.

Was no less brilliant a soldier than Governor Cox or Governor Hayes, whom 
he succeeded. He was born in Hnverhill, Mass., Oct. 3, 1832. He studied and 
began the practice of law in Cincinnati. He -wont into the war a Aajor of tho 
Thirty-ninth Ohio infantry, later promoted to colonel. He lost a leg at Ruff's 
Mills after having been in every movement of his regiment. He was then as- 
signed to command of Camp Dennison and became brigadier gdfceral. In 1877 
President Hayes appointed General Noyes minister to France, from which posi- 
tion he resigned in 1881, returning to the practice of law in Cincinnati. He died

"Nobody knows how old glass Is, 


nor who Invented It. One story has 
It that glass was accidentally discov- 
ered by some old time Phoenicians, 
returning In a ship laden with natron 
or soda. It would seem a storm came 
up, and the Phoenicians were com- 
pelled to land on a sandy tract. In 
cooking they placed their utensils on 
lumps of natron, which, melted by 
the flre, mixed with the sand and 
formed glass. But, that's only one 
story. 


"The best story about glass would 


seem to me, If It were fully possible, 
to relate Its usefulness to humanity. 
The uses of glass are so manifold, 
none may say where they, begin nor 
where they stop. 


"The most Important use to which 


glass Is put Is for lighting purposes," 
allowing the purifying sunlight to 
beam Into our homes and places of 
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employment. 
Particularly 
in 
the 


temperate zone is glass most useful. 
For, without glass we would have to 
use oiled paper for panes or leave the 
windows open; and, In severe weath- 
er, leaving windows open creates a 
draught, which brings Its consequent 
'cold' or 'chill.' 
The best work of 


man Is done by the light of the day, 
and the most light is admitted by the 
most thoroughly transparent gla=s 
panes. 


"In the tropics window panes are 


not so necessary. 
For, there, not 


ony are the days longer, but there is j 
less danger from draught; and con- I 
siderlng the fact that less physical j 
nergy Is commonly employed 
by 


dwellers in the tropics, glass becomes 
iess necessary. 
Some form of shut- 


:ers usually suffices for the store or 


bazaar keeper of the tropics. 


"The Esquimaux, likewise, have 


no great need of glass for lighting 
purposes. 
They ha^e practically six 


months day and six months night. 
During his six months day the Es- 
quimaux spends most of his time out- 
side, coming back to his Ice house 
only 
to 
sleep, 
when light is not 


greatly desirable. 
During 
his six 


months night windows wouldn't be 
of much good to him. 


"The next Jbest common use to 


which glass Is put is its manufac- 
ture 
into 
bowls, goblets, drinking 


utensils, lamp chimneys, light globes 
and numerous other forms of business 
and domestic conveniences. 


"Its next best use it its scientific 


application to the building of lenses 
for 
spectacles,., telescopes, 
photo- 


graphic cameras; and In 
making 


ladies' mirrors and the like." (Here 
Uncle Joe reached 
for his 
opera 


glasses.) 
"By means of these." said 


he, "I may be enabled to distinguish 
if the prima donna be pretty or not 
—one of which is invariably the case, 
and It usually so happens that if one 
listens to the song the opera glasses 
are laid aside; and, vice versa. 


"What does 'vice versa' mean?" 


queried Genevieve. 


"Pretty much the same as i'tis 


not' and ' 'tis tot,' " responded Uncle 
Joe. "Now, listen," he continued. 
"When folks give wedding presents, 
nowadays, cut glass Is always ac- 
ceptable. 
Cut glass is made of flint 


glass, which is a fine grade, and dif- 
fers only slightly in its manufacture 
from the glass of which lenses are

constructed. 
Cut glass should prop- 


erly be called ground glass, as the 
cuts In it are made by rapidly re- 
volving wheels coated with sand, and 
polished by emory, putt}' powder or 
like materials. 
It is exppnsive, for 


the reason that much labor Is ex- 
Dended upon the manufacture of even 
a small piece. Imagine, then, what 
care and patience Is required 
In 


grinding, or cutting, a huge punch 
bowl. 
Real cut 
glass 
has 
sharp 


edges, while the imitation, or pressed, 
has round, smooth edges. 


"Etched, or frosted, patterns and 


designs may be made on glass by 
covering it with parafflne wax and 
lemoving the wax along the body 
of the pattern or design and subject- 
ing the glass surface thereby exposed 
to the action of hvdrofloric acid. 


The lenses of fine telescopes -re- 


quire 
great 
care in manufacture, 


and must be free from flaw or ob- 
"tructioc 
Furthermore, they must 


he subjected to fiequent test, and 
their last polishing is oftentimes im- 
parted to them direct by the ball of 
the workman's thumb. 


"Without 
telescopes 
astronomy 


would not be advanced to its present 
Mgh standard. Without lenses there

the unusual record of Willie Sosby, 
three years old, one of the patients 
at the Eleanor hospital for sick chil- 
dren in Indianapolis. Despite the fact 
that he has not tasted a single morsel 
in that time he is growing healthier 
every day and from all outward ap- 
pearances is not an invalid, says the 
Indianapolis Star. 


Last September Willie was toddling 


about after his- mother while she was 
scrubbing the floor of their kitchen in 
West Indianapolis. 
Willie was a 


healthy baby with a good appetite and 
always looking for somethiug to eat 
That is the reason that when he saw 
a little can with something white in 
it, he reached out a tiny hand, raised 
some of the white substance to his lips 
and swallowed concentrated lye. 


From September'until December all 


efforts to feed him through the mouth 
failed. The doctors said he had a re- 
stricted esophagus. • It was even more 
terrible than the name sounds. Cheeks 
that had been ruddy turned pale. 
Hands and limbs that had been plump 
became scrawny. Willie was taken to 
the Eleanor hospital a veritable, yel- 
low faced little living skeleton. 


Dr. J. B. Reed, figuring that food 


could not be taken through the mouth, 
cut a hole directly through to the 
stomach, inserted a tube and Willie 
withstood the operation successfully. 
Then the nurses began feeding him 
milk and raw eggs beat up with milk 
through this rubber tube. They also 
fed him vegetable soup after a time 
and beef Juice through this little rub- 
ber tube, and Willie began to get 
strong again. Now he can romp about 
on the big lawn at the hospital, play 
with his nurses and enjoy himself. He 
is fed every four hours. 


Willie sits with other children at the 


table when they go to eat. All be has 
before him is a little glass of water 
which he sips. He can swallow some 
of that. 


"Joe wants some meat. Mary wants 


some potatoes," he will say, evidently 
enjoying the meal that the others eat. 


He has a game all of his own, which 


he plays with the nurses. He will 
walk up to one of them and say: "Do 
you want some of this pumpkin pie?" 
There is no pie in sight, but the nurses 
always accept the imaginary morsel, 
whether it be pie or cherries or what- 
ever it may be. 


He can enjoy different kinds of food 


given him through the tube and says 
that he likes this food and that better 
than another, although none of it 
touches his lips. His voice is not in- 
jured, and he can ask many a question 
when fairy stories are being told him. 
He loves a good story or a song. 


Willie's parents have moved back to 


their home among the Kentucky hills 
on account of the father's illness. He 
gets letters from his father, in which 
the father says that he would rather 
spend one week with his tow headed, 
brown eyed boy than live a year away 
from him. The physicians expect ulti- 
mate recovery for Willie. 


Exposition to Be Proud Of. 


On .Tune 1 ground was broken for the 


Alaska-Yukon exposition, which is to 
be held in Seattle in '1909, opening on 
June 1 of that year and closing on 
Oct. 
15, says Leslie's Weekly. Its ob- 


ject is to celebrate the fortieth anni- 
versary of the purchase of Alaska. 
That anniversary comes in 1907 instead 
of in 1900, but nearness to the Lewis 
and Clark exposition in Portland. Ore., 
in 1903 and the lack of time for ade- 
quate preparation compelled the selec- 
tion of 1909 as the date for the observ- 
ance. The New York chamber of com- 
merce, the oldest and by far the most 
important body of that sort In the 
United States, recently adopted resolu- 
tions commending the Alaska-Yukon 
exposition and urging the legislature 
at Albany to make an appropriation 
for the participation of the state of 
New York therein. Many of the states
